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Sxecatlire Com.aj.{:tde Members , bo say aotbinA ot those of ' 
the General Committee, are stxll completely unaware of the details > 
of the transformed program and njw plane. Nevertheless as 

ah initial step, it would oa most useful to attempt to determinate 
Just what gxfts and* aoilruxah nae old, as well as the new, members * 
of Che NCyl possess and are prepared to place at the service of 
the NCPh, pnd to determine up to what extant they are prepared to 
act as a team for the liberation of their homeland, ‘fheir responsibi- 
lity, viewed in true terms, ia a heavy one. fhua.it ia nsoessary 
to suojecc the productive power of the previoua to detailed 

examination in an attempt to assess the extent to whioii for posi- 
tive results hopes of the present Committee may be Justified. 

The previous Sxecutive Committee headed by the late llLLdhat ^ 
yrasheri, later by Hasan Dost!, was not formed mnder conditions 
which permitted any large scale of consultation of the albanian 
emigration. Nevertheless, as the first orgabization of exile 
albaniana in the free world, NCFA was greeted enthusxetically by | 
all, particularly by th^ albaniana witoin our enslaved homeland. 

In theia new organization they saw evidence of American and Bri- 
tish support of an under caking which sole objective was that of 
bringing bread to the people of Albania as well as lioerty and 
Justice • 



r At that early period, tha Sxacutive council w^sS composed * 

of exile political groupings, Ball±~ Kombetar and the Legallteti 
Said Hryeziu was called in because he had won merits during the 
last war. Other poll deal groups were barred from the HCPA be- 
cause of their wartime colfaberation with tha enemies of the Allies. 

No fair mined albanian will denj^ that the criterium was«> 
completely fallacious, and that it was either .cased on. false or ' 
uncomplete knowledge of Albuhia's short- history, or pn a deliberate 
misinterpretation of it. In reality, .the political, groups ln\exil;p .. 
had hot previously existed as such wit in Albania. None- therefore , 
could with sAme logic, present themsAlves as representing a politi- 
cal group moie unsullied, or more democratic than the* other. Above 
all, none of themcould stretch to present itself as representing 
a political party with roots in Albania. The programs of those 
parties are in no way eioiilar to those which may exist in the « 
various countries under soviet domination. The exile, poll teal 
groups, must then be greatly regarded as political tendencies or 
movements. And, even so, Albania wltn her population of one million 
two hundred 'thousand inhaui tents could not poasibly absorb so many 
different politicl parties or movements. 

The following? orief revue of the history of Albanian poli- 
tical groupings will serve to illuminate the ooscure present day 
manifestations of their leaders. 
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1) . j-ombafcar (tefaa natioaaX i^roat ) 



iW'preclse date of tba fouadauxoa of t;tia Balli caa* t 
be fixed but let us say that it was la 19^1 • Ball!

The same leaders of course were also influenced by Bx'itish propa- 
ganda through their opei^ational staff which had been' dropped oh 
the mountains of Albanx'a. These caissions insisted on the forma- 
tion of a resistance movement, which, linked with the comnunist 
movement had to engage in m^lxu^ry operations with the occupation 
forces of the Axis. In some regions of southern Albania the. 
teams of the Belli were operating against the Italian forces at 
precisely the same tiioe when its representatives were serving ‘ ^ 

with the g overn^aeats under one Italian occupation. A living 
example is BCFA'a chairman Hasan 'Dostx himself* During the 
German military occupacion of Albania which followei Italy's 
capitulation on the B September 1943 > Ball! ^ombetar was per- 
manently represented in alL governments. Later after escaping 
with the aide of the German's from their country's next masters, 

.^the leaders of the Belli Kombetar tried to 'monopolise the albanian 
*exile scenery. They presented themselves at the ti&e as the sole 
albanian resistance movement of the war time period; they specially 
exonerated their persons of all charged of xollaooration with the 
ertawhiXa enemies of the Allies; and at the same time, they smeared 
all others with collaborationism, small time dictators etc. But 
stripped to its absence, Bali Eombetar was ac air times so poorly 
organized and so confused oy its own concuxrent double Usallngs 
with the Axis or the Allies that they never became aware of their, 
primary patriotic duties. They utterly failed to comprehend the 
necessity of uniting with their country's national forces to 
destroy cpmmunism with or without Allied approval wether or not 
such a course involved "collaooration" with the Gem ans. 






2) Lehalitet (Monarchists ) 



This group can well be regarded as the promoters of a 
one point program focused on the person of ex-^ing Zog. Its 
sole oojective is the restorati;^n of Monarchy which was destroyed: 
by the Italian occupation of Albania on *the 7 ’^pril 1939* Unlike 
chose of the Belli ko.abetar, Lagalitet leaders did not collaborate 
with the governments under fascist occupation. They diu however 
take part in Goveromence* of German occupation period. *Among such 
Individuals were engineer Assim Abdurahmans, Krok Kolaj, &rok Gera, 
Musa Gjylbegaj etc. Barly in 1944, following attack by co;nmuniet 
elements, with or without the Knowledge of the British missions ^ 
attached to Abas Kupi, this movement received full support of 
the albanian goverameat then in power in the furm of money, food, 
weapons and amoionitious . 
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Under Zog*s control and authority* this movaiaeat has not 
accused other natxonalists ot past collaboration with bhe eneoiy, 
but has^ddmonstrab^d its ovia axiscetica and desire for the onion 
of all sound nationalists in thn fora of an effective anti-coamunist 
front .

by the accusation that the BKI's iiembership was well accompanied 
by eneaies of the Allies, of old nazi-fascists collaooracors. This 
group in reality escaoed its country, as^^ad tne Balli Kombetar, 
with the help of the Germane. Its ranks in truth, are made up 
exclusively of individuals who collaboracaa with- the Italian and 
German gover ments just as important. None denies this fact. 

None presents himself as having belonged to a resistance movement.
